NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 19th July 1966 
G . S . R . 1151 - 111 excrcise of the powers conferred by section 19 of the Javanti 
Shipping Company ( Taking Over of Management ) Ordinance , 1966 ( 4 of 1966 ), the 
Central Governinent hereby makes the following rules , namely : 

1. Short Title and Commencement. - (1 ) These Rules inay be called the Jayanti 
Shipping Company ( Board of Controll Rules, 1966 . 

( 2 ) These Rules shall be deemed to have come into force on the 10th June, 
1906 . 
2. Definitions . - In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires, 
( 8 ) " Board " means the Board of Control Appointed under sub -section ( 1 ) 

of section 3 of the Ordinance ; 
( 1 ) Chairman " means the Chairman of the Board ; 
" Ordinance " means the Jayanti Shipping Company ( Taking Over of 

Management Ordinance, 1966 . 
( ci Secretary " means the Secretary of the Board appointed under rule 8 . 
3 . Terms of Office — Save as otherwise provided in these rules , every member 
of the Boarl shall hold office for a period of three years from the date of his 
appointrent as such nicmber, provided that an outgoing member shall, notwith 
standing the expiry of the term of his once, continue in ottice until the appoint 
ment of his successor, 
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4 . Resignation by Chairman and Members. - ( 1 ) The Chairman may resign his 
omnce by a lotter in writing addressed to the Central Government and a member 
may resigii his olire by a letter in writing addressed to the Chairman : 

Provided that the Chairman or the meinber shall continue in ullice until liis 
resignation takes ellect. 

(2 ) The resignation of the Chairman or i inember shall not take elfect until it 
is accepted or until the expiry of 30 days from the date of receipt of tlie letter 
of resignation by the Central Governrent, or, as the casc may , the Chalrman , 
whichover is earuer . 

5 . Removal of Member from olice . - The Central Government may remove from 
office any inember oť the Board :- - 
(a ) if he ahsents himself from three consecutive meetings of the Board 

without the permission of the Chairman , 
(b ) If he becomes insolvent ; 
( c ) if he is convirted oť an ollence which in the opinion of the Central 

Government involves moral 1urpitude ; or 
( a ) if , for any other reason , the Central Government is of opinlun that it is 

not desirable that he should continue to be a member of the Board . 
6 . Filling casual vacancy of Member .- - ( 1 ) When a casual vacancy arises in the 
Board due to death , resignation or reinoval of a mornber from offire , or for any 
other reason , the Central Government may , at the request ot the Secretary , make a 
fresh appointment to fill the vacancy as early as possible . 

( 2 ) A meniber appointed to fill a casual vacancy shall hold oilica Ior the un 
expired portion of the term of the nember in whose place he is appointed . 

7 . Register of Members . - ( 1 ) The Board shall inaintain a Register of members 
In which the name and address of every inember shall be entered . 

( 2 ) Every member of the Board shall notify any change of address to the 
secrctary ; and the Secretary shall amend the relevant entry in the Register 
accordingly . 

8 . Secretary to the Board ( 1 ) The Board shall appoint one of its members 
or any other person to be its Secretary, 

( 2 ) The Secretary shall work under the general control of the Chairman and 
of the Board . His duties shall be to assist the Chairman in the discherge of his 
functiuns and in particular 

( a ) to convene , under the directions of the Chairman , meetings of the Board ; 
( b ) to maintain the Minutes book ; 
( c ) to co -ordinate and supervise the work of the other officers and employecs 

of the Board , if any ; 
( d ; to submit to the Central Government all reports, returns and other 

documents required by the Ordinance or the rules to be submitted to 

that Government; 
( e ) to undertake such other cluties as may from time to time he entrusted 

tu him by the Board or the Chairman . 
. Other officers of the Board - The Board may appoint such officers and other 
employees as it may consider necessary for the discharge of its functions; 

Provided that the Board shall not create , or make appointment to , any post the 
maximum salary of which exceeds rupees two thousand two hundred and Afty per 
mensem except with the previous approval of the Central Government. 

10 . Travelling and daily allowance, etc., of Members.- - ( 1 ) The Chairman and 
the other members of the Board shall be entitled to travelling and other allowances 
as specified below when they are called upon to attend meetings oť tlic Board 
( a ) an official member of the Board shall be entitled to travelling and other 

allowance in accordance with the Fundamental and Supplementary 
Rules and the cxpenditure will be initially debited to their respective 

departments but will be reimbursed by the company ; 
(b ) a non -official member of the Board residing at the place where the 

meeting is held shall be allowed the actual expenditure incurred on 
conveyance to the place of the meeting subject to a inozina vi 
Rs. 10 / - for each day on which he attor : fie or more meetings , and 
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( c ) a non - official member not resident at the place where a meeting is held 

shall be allowed travelling and daily allowance in accordanre with the 
Kencral orders issued in this behali hy the Central Government from 
time to time; provided that in the case of a member of Parliament 
he shall be entitled to travelling allowance and daily allowance in 
accordance with the rules applicable to Members of Parliament from 
1ime to time. 


( 3 ) No travelling or daily allowarii c shall be admissible to a meinber under sun 
rule ( 1 ) unless he certifies that he has not drawn any travelling or daily allowance 
from any other source in respect of the journey and the halt for which the claſın 
is made. 

( 9 ) The Chairman shall be the Controlling Officer in respect of travelling and 
daily allowance for the non -official members and for the officers an employces of 
the Board . 

11 . Delegation of powers by the Board . — The Board may , hy resolution , delegate 
to its Chairman , Secretary or any other offirer such of its powers as it may decm 
At. 

12 . l owers of the Chairman . - Without prejudice to the powers and functions of 
the Board , the Chairman may exercise the following powers , namely : 
( a ) to carry on the functions of the Board in accordance with the instructions 

which the Board may issue from time to time; 
(b ) to inrur expenditure of contingent nature necessary for the administra 

tion of the office of the Board , any item of expenditure exceeding 
Rs. 1000 , - per annum in the case of expenditure of a recurring nature 
and Rs. 5000 / - per annum in the case of expenditure of a non -recur 
ring nature being, however , subject to the prior approval of the Board ; 

and 
( c ) to take immcdiate action , without the prior approval of the Board , in 

respect of any matter which is within the competence of the Board , 
if in his opinion such action is called for to protect its interests, 
und for such purpose to exercise all powers and do all acts and things 
which may be exercised or done by the Board , a written report of every 
such casc being, however , made to the Board as soon as possible con 
taining a statement of the action taken and the circumstances under 
which it was taken . 


13. General Procedure .- - The procedure to be followed by the Board in the 
discharge of their functions shall be as specified in the Schedule annexed . 


SCHEDULE

Procedure of the Board of Control of Jayanti Shipping Company 
1 . Procedure for conduct of bilsiness. - ( i) The meetings of the Board shall be 
convened hy the Chairman of the Board as and when nccessary . 

( ii) Such notice of the mecting shall be given to the members as the Chairman 
may consider adequate in the circumstances. 

( iii) The Board shall meet at such place and time and on such date as may be 
Appointed by the Chairman , 

( iv ) A list of business proposed to be transacted at a meeting of the Board 
shall either accompany the notice or be forwarded by the Secretary to cach Mem 
ber as soon as possible after sending out the notice . 

( v ) Any business which is not on the list shall not be considered at the meeting 
of the Board except with the permission of the Chairman , 

(vi) The Chairman of the Board shall preside at overy meeting of the Board . 
In the absence of the Chairman , the Members of the Board present sha ! - !. . 
one froin among themselves to preside at the meeting 

( vii ) The Chairman of the Board or the person Presiding shall regulate the 
procedure at a mecting of the Board . 
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2 . Extraordinary Meetings. - ( i) Upon the requisition made in writing by not 
less than ? Members of the Board , the Chairman of the Board shall as soon as 
possible , and in any case not later than seven days of the date of requisition , con 
vene an extraordinary meeting of the Board . The requisition shall state the 
objects ot the mecting proposed to be called and shall be sent direct to the Chair 
man of the Board , 

( ii ) In the absence of the Chairman , the Secretary may , and at the request in 
writing or two members of the Board shall , convene a mecting of the Board to 
dispose of any urgent matter . 

3 . Quorum . - ( 1) The quorum for a meeting of the Board shall be one- third of 
its total strength from time to time ( any fraction containcd in that one- third 
being rounded off as one ) or any two members of the Board ( the expression mcm 
bers to include the Chairman for this purpose ) , whichever is higher . 

( ii ) If the number of members present at any meeting oť the Boarl is less 
than the required quorum , the Chairman or in his absence the Member presiding, 
at the meeting shall adjourn the meeting and the adjourned mecting shall be hela 
at such time, place and date as may be fixed hy the Chairman of the Board and it 
shall thereupon be lawful to dispose of the business at such adjourned meeting 
whether the quorum is present or not. 

4 . Minutes of meetings . — The minutes of the proceedings of a meeting of the 
Board shall be drawn up hy the Secretary of thc Board and circulated to all the 
Menbers of the Board . The minutes , as finalised after circulation , shall be re 
corded in a minutes book and placed for confirmation at the next meeting of the 
Board 

5 . Business by circulars . — The business of the Board may also be carried out 
through circulars whenever it is not possible to hold formal meetings of the Board . 

6 . Decision by inajority of yotes. — In matters where there may be no unanimity 
of vlews, decision shall he taken by majority of votes. In the event of an equality 
of voles. the Chairman shall have a casting vote. 

7 . Non -Members attending meetings. — The Chairman may invite any person to 
be uresent at any meeting of the Board to participate in the discussions but such 
persons shall not be entitled to vote. 

8 . Sub -Committees . — With a view to facilitating the task of the Board , the 
Board may appoint one or more sub - committees , standing or otherwise , to go into 
and report on any specitie problem or problems before the Board . 

9 . Communications to Members of the Board . — All communications to a Mem 
ber of the Board shall be sent to him at the last address furnished by him to the 
Secretary of the Board .
